Twenty witnesses were examined in 
the afternoon and evening and the history of 
the cases of patients whose deaths were 
charged to negligence was given by the 
doctors who took care of them and by the 
attendants in the wards. At the conclusion 
of the inquiry Gov. Altgeld expressed the 
opinion all the charges had been cleared up 
and the only evidence seriously affecting the 
conducts of attendants was that given in re- 
lation to the scalding of Julian Grabowski 
and the killing of Simon Daum, while two 
of the three attendants in charge of the ward 
were playing cards. 

“ These are the only really serfous cases,” 
said the Governor, after the evidence was 
allin. “* I admit at first I was wroth because 
all the attendants were not discharged. But 
it seems the attendants were following an 
old custom when they played cards with the 
patients and in the methods they followed 
in giving patients baths. The customs have 
been charged as the result of these accidents. 
Iam not sure now whether more than a repri- 
mand should be given the attendants, as I 
understand from Supt. Watson they are all 
good men, I shall think it over before decid- 
ing what to do.” 


Examining Witnesses. 


Gov. Altgeld examined the witnesses at * 


the morning session and part of the after- 
noon session in person. The first was the 
correspondent of THE TRIBUNE, who, in re- 
sponse to a request for the names of the 
employés of the asylum who had circulated 
the charges being investigated, explained he 
would be unable to give them without vio- 
lating pledges of secrecy.

Great Britain has viewed these encroach- 
ments with impatience, and French observ- 
ers do not fail to note that even Liberal mem- 
bers of the British Parliament express the 
belief that Lord Salisbury fs looking to re- 
occupying the Soudan and opening a way to 
the British possessions in South Africa. 
‘A returning Commissary-General of 
France recently gave “public expression to 
the hopeful prospects for France of gaining 
access to the valley of the Nile from the 
Franco-Congoese territory. 

* It is for us now,” he added, *‘ only to fol- 
low persistently the road which is open to 
us, and to surmount the obstacles which the 
powers interested may place in our way. 
Access to the valley of the Nile from the 
south is the only way in which we may be 
enabled one day to settle the Egyptian 
question in a manner consistent with our 
interests. By that means, also, we shall 
be able one day to successfully oppose the 
progress of our rivals in regard to coloniza- 
tTon.”’ 


The vast territory eastward of Take 
Tschad, including the Mohammedan States 
of Baghuiri, Wadai, and Darfour have also 
been rapidly brought under French influence, 
and from another point of vantage for ad- 
vance into the Nile Valley.

TESTIMONY IN THE JAMESON CASE,

Usual Large Crowd Present to Wit- 
ness the Proceedings. 

London, March 17.—The examination of 
Dr. L. 8S. Jameson, the raider of the Trans- 
vaal. and his fourteen companions, charged 
under the foreign enlistment act with “ war- 
ring on a friendly State,”” was resumed to- 
day at the Bow Street Police Court before 
Sir John Bridge, the Chief Magistrate. 

The usual jingo throng was present and 
the court was crowded. The first witness 
called was Sergt. Ruck of the Matabeleland 
mounted police. He testified in substance 
that in leaving Pitsani the members of the 
force were told they were bound for Johan- 
nesburg and would be found in food, forage, 
and stores while en route to that place. Con- 
tinuing, the witness described in detail the 
events on the march of December, the ar- 
rest of the young leader, Eloff, who came to 
warn the party to return across the border, 
and the firing of the Boers at midnight the 
same day on the Jameson party. This, Seret. 
Ruck asserted, was the fifst intimation they 
had of the presence of the Boers in their 
proximity. The fire, he added, was returned 
and the Boers fled. 

Trooper Hill, also of the Matabeleland 
mounted police, then took the stand and tes- 
tified to hearing Dr. Jameson making a 
speech at Pitsani to the men who were to 
compose the expeditionary column. Accord- 
ing to Hill Dr. Jameson told the troopers 
they were going to Johannesburg in order to 
protect the English women and children 
whose lives were in danger. Dr. Jameson, 
the witness also testified, said he hoped 
there would be no fighting: but if there were, 
‘‘why, we'll fight.’’ 

A letter from Johannesburg dated Dec. 20 
and appealing to Dr. Jameson to assist the 
Uitlanders against the oppression of the 
Boers was introduced in evidence. A dis- 
patch sent by Sergt. White with orders to 
overtake Dr. Jameson and recalling the 
raiders was also introduced, after whigh the 
hearing was adjourned for a week. :

The com- 
mitteemen are requested plainly to see that 
McKinley delegates are not replaced by 
alternates opposed to his nomination. A 
full report’ on the sentiments of the dele- 
gates and their alternates is asked. 

Following the questions and the requests 
for a report tothe club’s Executive commit- 
tee come a number of suggestions and a 
page of statements made on the authority 
of the committee. The first suggestion is 
to the effect that it would be a good thing if 
every convention should express the Presi- 
dential preferences of the people represent- 
ed. 

The letter states that at the recent pri- 
mary elections in Chicago nineg-tenths of 
the ballots had printed on them “ For Presi- 
dent: William McKinley of Ohio ”’ and that 
the same proportion of Cook County Re- 
publicans favor the nomination of McKin- 
ley. The committeemen addressed are {n- 
formed that ‘‘ No Presidential candidate on 
a popular vote could carry any ward or 
Commissioners’ distriet of- this county 
against him.” 

The resolution of McKinley tnstructions at 
the Seventh Congressional District conven- 
tion is touched on. It is said in the letter 
objections have been made to the passage of 
that resolution, although “ nine-tenths of 
the Republicans favored his nomination.” 
The fact these objections have been made, 
the club’s committee says, shows the néces- 
sity of getting clear-cut instructions 
every case. 

The letter winds up with the statement 
that there is scarcely a possibility of a fali- 
ure to nominate McKinley and that with 
Illinois in line his nomination is certain. 
“if our State convention will instruct the 
four delegates-at-large for him," says the 
letter, ‘‘as it is believed will be done, the 
whole controversy will be settled by secur- 
ing his nomination.’’ 

On Saturday morning 3,500 of these let- 
ters were mailed. The Executive commit- 
tee of the club met yesterday, and it was 
said that already 213 answers had been re- 
ceived and there was only one of them 
which contained an anti-McKinley prefer- 
ence. The Executive committee meets three 
times a week. Its members are Gen. John 
McNulta, Col. G. V. Lauman, George &. 
Adams, J. 8. Fulton, D. F. Crilly, B. A. 
Bigelow, and W. H. Chamberlain. The 
Executive committees of all the smaller 
McKinley clubs in the city wére in confer- 
ence yesterday with the committee over 
whieh Gen. McNulta presides. They are 
arranging for the forming of* more clubs, 
and it was declared yesterday that the 
signature of every Republican voter in Chi- 
cago who favors McKinley’s nomination is 
to be secured and that when the lists are 
shown they will be found’ to contain the 
names of nine-tenths of the citizens of Chi- 
cago who vote the Republican ticket. The 
club is arranging for a McKinley demonstra- 
tion at Battery D on the eve of the State 
convention.

Des Moines, Ia.:, March 17.—[Specidl.]—To 
day’s discussion of the report of the Military 
committee of the Senate on the proposed 
medallions for the soldiers’ monument gave 
occasion for a number of exceedingly bitter 
attacks on the Monument Commission. 

The committee had referred to it the Water- 
man resolution that none but ideal figures be 
placed upon the monument. On this resolu- 
tion there was a majority and a minority re- 
port. The majority report proposed that 
only the figures of persons who had partic!- 
pated fn one or more battles should be used, 
and also that there should be added to the 
number of medallions as arranged by the 
commission enough more to give every or- 
ganization of soldiers in the State a repre- 
sentation. The report provides that the rec- 
ords of the commission be rewritten so that 
there could be nothing in the archives of the 
State to show who originally intended to be 
represented and that names of the regiments 
be engraved on the base of the monument. 

The report of the minority of the commit- 
tee set forth that they could not agree with 
the majority for the reason that the sélection 
of any soldier for such a place was an exalta- 
ticn of one person over another of equal or 
greater worth as a soldier.

of the navy than hitherto, but at the same 
time avoided too great an increase in the 
authorized appropriations. 

Probably the most important part of the 
action of .the Naval committee today was 
in the abundant supply of torpedo boats 
authorized. Five of the torpedo boats are 
to be built only on a guarantee of a gpeed of 
twenty-six knots. These five are to cost 
in the aggregate $850,000, or an average of 
£170,000 apiece; the other ten are to have 
a speed of at least twenty knots and are to 
cost $800,000, or an average of $80,000 apiece. 
The reason for this is to give as much lati- 
tude as possible to the Navy Department in 
the construction of torpedo boats. 


Twenty-nine Knots an Horr. 

The Herreshoffs have repeatedly declared 
that if they were allowed to build a ship of 
210 tons they could get it up toa speed of 
twenty-nine knots. Under the previous law 
the limit of cost of any one torpedo boat 
was $150,000, so that limit of cost fixed the 
size of the ship and reduced the speed cor- 
respondingly. The proposition now is, 
therefore, to have several different grades 
of torpedo boats, running up as high as 200 
tons or more, and down as low as seventy- 
five tons. Seme of the higher grade will 
cost fully $200,000 apiece, the difference be- 
ing made up on the others, as the depart- 
ment is not restricted as to the cost of each 
particular ship. 

Other things being equal, speed is of the 
greatest possible value. A torpedo boat is 
intended to make a short, sharp attack, 
deliver its torpedo, and get away. Fighting 
machines of this class can be disabled by a 
single shot from a four or six inch gun if it 
strikes in the right place, and warfare with 
torpedo boats involves such great risk of 
life that speed in making their attack and 
retreating is of the greatest importance. 

There is absolute unanimity of opinion 
among naval experts throughout the world 
on the value of the torpedo boat as an arm of 
defense, but they are especially desirable for 
the United States because of the large extent 
of seacoast and the fact that they are prac- 
tically coast defense vessels more than any- 
thing else, although they operate almost 
anywhere. 

Secretary Herbert suggested the butiding 
of twelve of these torpedo boats, but deciared 
before the committee that the country ought 
to have at least twice that number, and the 
appropriation of the bill for fifteen boats is 
believed to be about all that can be man- 
aged this year. The necessity for a large in- 
crease in this branch of the navy was made 
a special topic of consideration by the com- 
mittee, and some of the members were stag- 
gered by the discovery that France now has 
218 in service and fifty-four building, while 
Great Britain has 189 in service and sixty- 
two building. 

Argentine Has More. 

The Argentine, with all its hard times, 
has twenty-one of these vicious little fight- 
ing machines in service, while the Uniten 
Contracts for the three 
boats authorized in IS4 Were 
awarded nearly a year ago, and they are 
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ing summer, but there will be; of course, the 
usual delays in spite of the contract. These 
vessels are of the general type of the Erics- 
sop with slightly greater displacement that 
are required to attain a speed of not less 
than twenty-four and one-half Knots. In 
spite of this contract the Herreshoffs are 
not content with that rate of speed and have 
been allowed to make modifications of the 
original plan, which will probably get the 
rate up to twenty-nine knots an hour, al- 
though there is no premium for that per- 
formance. 

The committee not enly took this import- 
ant action towards creating a new heavily 
armed navy, but also authorized the ex- 
penditure of $5,395,679 te provide for the 
hulls and outfits and steam machinery of 
vessels already authorized, and the sum of 
$3,890,204 for the armor and armament of 
these vessels how under construction, mak- 
ing a total appropriation for this purpose of 
over $0,000,000, They have also made ap im- 
portant appropriation of $350,000 for the 
purpose of providing for important changes 
and modifications in vessels of the present 
navy which need immediate attention. This 
sum will be made available immediately on 
the passage of the bill, and it will have the | 
effect of increasing the fighting force of the 
navy at once. 

The committee has alsoin pursuance of its 
policy to put existing ships into fighting trim 
if possible secured figures from the Navy De- 
partment. showing that the old monitors 
now in commission or undergoing repairs 
could be put in suitable condition for the pur- 
pose of harbor defense at a comparatively 
small cost. , 

Monitors to Be Made Ready. 

Secretary Herbert has officially reported 
that if it were deemed best to put these thir-_ 
teen monitors into good condition without 
any change in their construction and with- 
out any substitution of new machinery, en- 
gines, or armament they could be completed 
in about fort®’ days at a cost of $280,000 for 
repairs, $20,000 for steam engineering, $169, - 
000 for Bureau of Equipment, and $26,000 for 
Bureau of Ordnance, making a total of $495,- 
U0, 

If the department were called upon by a 
sudden emergency to use these old monitors 
it would be necessary to expend only about 
$50,000, as they haye been recently carefully 
inspected. The ajority of them are at 
the League’ Island Navy Yard, one is at 
Mare Island, Cal., and one each at Boston, 
New Haveg, Conn., and Wilmington, N. C., 
for the us@ of the naval militia at those 
three ’place®.

KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE ADJOURNS 
WITH ITS WORK UNDONE, 


Necessary Financial Legislation Is Not 
Taken Up—Impotent End of an Ex, 
traordinary Political Fight—Sen. 
ate Passes Resolutions Condemn. 
ing Gov. Bradley for Calling Out 
the Militia, Calling It a Usurpation 
of Authority—Review of Session. 
Frankfort, Ky., March 17.—[Special.}~—The 
most remarkable legislative session in the 
history of Kentucky adjourned tonight at ¢ 
o'clock without electing a United States 
Senator and without passing any needed 
financial legislation. ~ 
Of course, the remarkable feature of the 
session has been the Senatorial fight. A¢ 
the November election sixty-eight Demo: 
crats, sixty-eight Republicans, and two Pop- 
ulists were elected to the Legislature. The 
Democrats nominated J. C. 8. Blackburn as 
their candidate and the Republicans put up 
Dr. W. Godfrey Hunter. One Popy- 
list voted for Blackburn, the other 
voted for a member of his own 
party, but was suspected. of being 
for Hunter. The nominations were mad 
some days previous to the first joint ballot 
and before that time arrived Isaae Wilsog, 
a Democratic Representative, died, thys 
breaking the tie. The election of Wilson’

LEARN TO DRESS HAIR. 


Customers Are Treated Gratuitously 
on Condition of Becoming Subjects 
for the Novices to Practice On— 
Sample of the Process, Its Ingre- 
dients, and Methods—Where Soap 
and Water Replace Tonics and 
Washes. 

Up two flights of stairs at a place in Wa- 
bash avenue, where the Lake street “ L’’ 
thunders close by, is a curious shop, 
where girls learn to shampoo, cut, and dress 
hair; to become hairdressers, in other 
words. All the women who go there get 
their hair dressed free, provided they are 
willing to become subjects for the novices 
to practice upon. 

A large joint establishment is run in con- 
nection with this department, where both 
girls and men léarn to shave men, cut their 
hair, and, in fact, “ barber ’’ them accord- 
ing to the latest fancy. 

Dozens of young men with shears and as 
many girls with razors were busy Monday 
morning scraping and snipping. *‘ Next,” 
and ‘“‘next’’ were about the only inter- 
ruptions to the clicking of the shears and 
the cracking of the brushes against the 
mugs. In the narrow space partitioned off 
for the women sat three girls. No custo- 
mers had come in for them yet, sothey were 
busy “‘doing’’ one another’s hair. A cat

solled towels. Another batch of the small 
red and white checked squares was steam- 
ing behind an old stove innocent of blacking, 
and red and rusty in consequence. A young 
man from the country was bargaining for 
lessons with the woman of the place—her 
husband was in New York, she said, start- 
ing a branch. 

“It will cost you $7 down and $5 each 
week after that until you have learned,” she 
was saying.

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AS IRVING SEES MACBETH. 


SHAKSPEARE’S MIGHTY DRAMATIC 
CHARACTER ANALYZED. 


University of Chicago’s Graduating 
Class, with Its Friends, Listens to 
the Great English Actor’s Ideas of 
the Motives Which Controlled the 
Scot's Mind—Doesn’t Believe He 
Was Swayed by His Wife to the Ex- 
tent Many Assert. 

Sir Henry Irving addressed the students 
of the University of Chicago yesterday aft- 
ernoon on “* Macbeth.”” The doors of Kent 
Theater were kept closed until 2 o'clock, 
when the crowd, which had been massing out- 
side since noon, surged into the auditorium. 
The hall seats only 600 persons, and was in- 
adequate to properly accommodate the 
crowd. Chairs were overturned in the rush, 
hats smashed, clothes torn, and toes stepped 
on, but no one seemed to mind except those 


who were unable to get inside. Those who did | 


secure places inside were sO jammed and 
wedged together that two persons fainted 
during the exercises, and had to be carried 
out. 


Bram Stoker, Mr. Irving’s manager, caused | 
in | 


considerable ill-feeling by the manner 
Which he overturned all the arrangements 
made for Sir Henry. He didn’t like the way 
the hall was decorated, and sent up some 
palms and ferns on his own account. He 
objected to the plan by which Mr. Irving 
Was to be met at the train by a committee, 
and escorted to President Harper’s house 
for luncheon, insisting that his charge 
should come in his own private carriage 
after a luncheon down-town. Lastly, he 
utterly refused to allow so distinguished a 
man as Mr. Irving to be introduced by 
Charles Pike, President of the graduating 
class, under the auspices of which Sir Henry 
spoke, and insisted that he ** wouldn’t play ”’ 
unless Dr. Harper’ himself did the intro- 
ducing. Sir Henry, "by his genial air and 
hearty good-will, dispelled all the bad feel- 
ing, however. ; 


Sir Henry’s Macbeth. 


After a neat introduction by President! 
Harper he spoke as follows: <4 
“When the gracious request was made to 


me that I should address the studentg¢ of this', 


great university I thought the best) theme! 
I could use would be one bearing upon my’ 
own art. For this reason I have chosen to, 
speak to you on Macbeth. H ; 

“ The generally received opinion regarding? 
Macbeth has been that of a good mf&n whoj 
has gone wrong under the influenge of a 
wicked and dominant wife. This ttadition: 
has been in force for many years afid was) 
mainly due to the powerful rendeying of} 
the character of Lady Macbeth ky Mrs} 
Pritchard, and later by Mrs. Siddondt whose 
strong personality lent itself to the Fiew of 
an essentially powerful and dominant wo- 
man; and, as the play was not given as often 
as might have been expected, the tradition 
flourished without challenge of any kind, 
save now and then some scholarly comment 
which practically never reached the masses, 
A reniarkableé critic named George Fletcher 
we find in 1847 opposing Coleridge and the 
other critics, and bringing’ a new light to 
bear on the character of Macbeth. Another 
critic in 1867 says, in speaking of Lady Mac- 
beth’s interpretation of her own husband’s 
character: ‘The lady knows at once what 
he is after: she knows that his milk of 
human kindness will not deter him from tak- 
ing the life of King Duncan. Macbeth’s 
is a nature predestined to murder, and not 
needing a wife’s influence to urge him on. 
The wife, on the other hand, at the side of 
a faithful husband, would have been a pure 
and noble woman.’ Now, I should like it 
to be our work today to examine brieflv 
this traditional conception of Macheth. I 
think we shall find that Shakspeare has in 
his text given Macbeth as one of the most 
bloody-minded, hypocritical villains in all 
his gallery of portraits of men instinct with 
the virtues and vices of their kind. 


Played with the Subject. 


“It is in the very text that before the 
opening of the play—before the curtain rises 
upon it—Macbeth had not only thought of 
murdering Duncan, but had even broached 
the subject to his wife, and that this vague 
possibility became a resolute intention under 
stress of unexpected developments, that al- 
though Macbeth played with the subject as 
a cat with, a mouse, and even cultivated 
assiduously a keen sense of the horrors of 
‘his crimes, his resolution never really slack- 
ened. Prof. Tolman of your own university 
seems to be one of the very few men who 
have correctly interpreted Macheth. He 
writes: ‘There is one person whom Shak- 
speare has made known to us through the 
medium of poetry to be the most villainous 
of villains; the man to whom [I refer is the 
bloody Macbeth.’ With Prof. Tolman I 
heartily agree. Indeed, we find that the 
very first suggestion of murder comés from 
Macbeth himself on the occasion of h™& meet- 
ing with the witches, and the subsequent 
approach of Rossand Angus. 

Why dol yield to that suggestion 
Whose horrid image doth unfix my hair, 
My thought whose murder 

Yet is but fantastical? 

By quotation of lines and lucid argument 
Sir Henry proceeded to defend Lady Mac- 
beth and to expose the villainy and. hypoc- 
risy of Macbeth. He said: 

“It is possible Macbeth led his wife to 
believe she was leading him on: it was in 
line with his hypocritical nature to work 
to her moral downfall in such a way. We 
see a similar instance of this hypocrisy in 


the scene in the (first act when 
the witch salutes him ‘With the 
new-given title of the King, ‘ Thane 
of Cawdor.’ He answers, ‘The Thane of 


Cawdor lives, a prosperous gentleman.’ 
That he lived was the truth, but of his pros- 
perity there was considerable doubt. A 
traitor who has had his lands confiscated 
can hardly be called prosperous. 


Psychological Study. 


‘““We are sometimes told Shakspeare did 
not intend to make Macbeth a psychological 
study. He did make him so, and it js suffi- 
cient that we find his intent in the result, 
for Shakspeare was not only the greatest 
dramatist and the greatest poet of all time, 
but he was also a psychologist of every 
phase of human character and human 
thought, and the accomplished and perfeét: 
master of every trick and turn of thought, 
from the loftiest to the basest. Lavater says 
that a man can only be a perfect physiog- 
nomist who has all the good qualities, for 
even the best of men has in him enough of 
the old Adam to enable him to think evil, 
whereas the evil man cannot think the: 
highest good. 

‘There can be no stronger evidence of 
Macbeth’s hypocrisy than when in the pres- 
ence of his wife he pictures the déath of 
Duncan. That was a little too much, even 
for the lady. Then, again, can there be any 
possibility of misunderstanding the state- 
ment made by Lady Macbeth that the sub- 
ject has been broached to her before by 
Macbeth? Surely there is no evidence here 
of a good man gone wrong under the influ- 
ence of a wicked wife. Shakspeare had 
the historical sources at his command, and 
it is certain he realized that the thought of 
Macbeth that he might be King did not 
necessarily imply any murderous intent\on 
his part. Macbeth was the next heir to the 
throne, and it would have been but natural 
for him to dream of the crown. It has es- 
caped critics generally that, though Mal- 
colm and Donalbain were sons of Duncan, 
they were minors and could not succeed.” 

He Sams Him Up. 

Sir Henry closed by a characterization of 
Macbeth, which called forth much applause. 
He said: 

‘““A poetic mind on which the presages 
and suggestions of supernatural things could 
work: a nature sensitive to intellectual emo- 
tion so that cne can imagine him even in 
his contemplation of coming crimes to weep 
for the pain of the destined victim; self- 
torturing, self-examining, playing with con- 
science so that action and reaction of poetic 
thought might send emotional waves 
through the brain while the resolution was 
as grimly fixed as steel and the heart as cold 
as ice: a poet supreme in the power of words, 
with vivid imagination and quick sympathy 
of intellect; a villain cold-blooded, selfish, 
remorseless, with a true villain’s nerve and 
callousness when braced to evil work,and the 
physical heroism of those who are born to 
kill: a moral nature with only. sufficient 
weakness to quake momentarily %efore su- 
perstitious terrors; a man of sentfment and 
not of feeling. Such was the mighty dramat- 
ic character which Shakspeare gave to the 


world in Macbeth.”

HAS A PLAN TO LOWER GAS BILLS. 


Johnston Governor Company Is to 
Make a Test for the County. 

The offer of the Johnston Gas Governor 
company to the County Board to place gov- 
ernors upon the gas meters in the County 
and Criminal Court Buildings for one-half 
the profits in gas saved revealed the ab- 
sence of such regulators in those buildings. 
Mr. Johnston, the representative of the com- 
pany, says he can save the county from 2 
to 50 per cent of its gas bill. This would be 
e saving of several thousand dollars a year 
in the County and Criminal Court Buildings. 
Nhe test has been agreed, to, and will be 
made in a few days. 

It is said there are 7,600 gas governors in 
use in Chicago. They regulate the pressure 
and save the waste of much gas. The city 
and county institutions do not use governors, 
says Mr. Johnston, and are annually paying 
thousands of dollars more than necessary 
for that kind of light.

Marcus Kavanaugh. He said: | 
‘This day has long ceased to bea religious 


festival. It has become the festival of free- 


| dom, and its saint is the patron of liberty. 


On this day the Irishman, whether tn the 
‘wilds of Siberia or in the jungles of Africa 
or the great cities of the world, meets with 
his brothers to renew his allegiance to the 
traditions and to the cause of his country. 

‘Our people have been advised to estab- 
lish the freedom of Ireland by peaceful agi- 
tation. We have tried that for years with 
the result of being further away from it than 
ever. here has never yet been a country 
which has won its freedom save by the 
sword. They tell us Great Britain is one of 
the powerful nations of theearth. Asa mat- 
ter of fact it is one of the weakest of civilized 
powers. During 250 years it has never dared 
meet a white man on the fleld of battle unless 
it had allies with but two exceptions. 

Yorktown and New Orleans. 

‘The first of these exceptions ended at 
Yorktown, and the second proved a failure 
before the guns of Gen. Jackson at New Or- 
leans. 

‘Armed, disciplined men, 20,000 strong, 
upon Irish soil, would mean the ultimate 
freedom of the country, because within two 
weeks half a million Irishmen would rally 
to their standard. 

“The Venezuelan question is far from be- 
ing settled. There is no question but the 
fiying squadron three months ago was in 
tended for American waters and would have 
been already at that destination but for the” 
Transvaal affair. The acknowledgment of 
the Monroe doctrine means more to Great 
Britain than to any other European power. 
It means the loss in the near future of En- 
gland’s American possessions. Before six 
months have passed the question will artse 
again in acute form, and if not at this time 
it is absolutely certain. some time to pre- 
cipitate a conflict between this power and 
Great Britain. It is therefore the duty of 
Irishmen and Irishmen's sons to look for- 
ward to some crisis where, by the use of 
furce, they may obtain the complete and ab- 
solute freedom of their country.”’

KENT WILLING TO FACE THE MUSIC. 
Commissioner of Public Works Is 
Ready for That Investigation. 
An old rumor, started originally § three 
months ago, that W. D. Kent, Commissioner 
of Public Works, would resign was revived 
again yesterday. It could not be traced, 
however, to a reliable source and was em- 

phatically denied by Mr. Kent. 

In its repeated appearance the story has 
assumed different phases. Shortly before 
Mayor Swift went away it was said he had 
requested the Commissioner to hand in his 
resignations When asked regarding the 
matter Mayor Swift, in the presence of Mr. 
Kent, said this was ansolutely false and in 
reply to the Mayor’s question Mr. Kent 
declared then he had no intention whatever 
of giving up the office. 

Passage of resolutions by the Council on. 
Monday night calling for an investigation of: 
the Bureau of Public Works and the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to make it, 
set the rumor afloat anew yesterday. While 
under the resolutions this committee is sup- 
posed to inquire only into the charges of a 
brick manufacturer that certain Aldermen 
and city officials are interested in a scheme 
to pass an ordinance substituting crushed 
stone for brick in the building of sewers, it 
je now asserted the committee intends to go 
n great deal further. : 

It intends, according to information ob- 
tained from some of the Aldermen, to take 
up several things in the Public Works De- 
partment. Ald. O'Neill, Chairman of the 
Committee, refused to say how far it would 
attempt to carry its inquiry, but intimated 
it might not end with the crushed stone 
affair. In discussing this question Mr. Kent 


said: 

“J will be glad to have that or any other 
committee the Council sees fit to appoint in- 
vestigate the business of this office. I will 
gladly furnish it all the books and papers of 
the department, as well as any other infor- 
mation it asks for that I may have. Further- 
more, I do not fear the resuits. In fact, I 
am inclined to the belief such an investiga- 
tion would sadly disappoint some of the men 
who seem anxious for it.” 

With reference to the repeatedly recurring 
rumors that he is on the point of resigning, 
the Commissioner said: 

‘“‘T have heard them. They come, I am 
satisfied, from contractors to whom I have 
refused special favors; Aldermen who want- 
ed me tv do things for them which I could 
not do; and politicians who wanted to run 
this department and were denied that privi- 
lege. I know pressure has been brought 
upon the Mayor to remove me. Some of the 
contractors are angry because I will not 
allow the extras they ask for on work.”’

There 
was no valvular heart lesion. The exami- 
nation was made to see if it was safe to ad- 
minister anesthetics. It was my judgment 
and that of Dr. Nuckalis it was. |The opera- 
tion was to overcome chronic fontraction 
of the legs. It was not necessary to cut the 
tendons. Mrs. Sallee apparently recovered 
from the operation and was taken to her 
ward by the attendants. She ‘did not en- 
tirely recover consciousness and died in 
about an hour.”

Iturned my back 
for a few minutes to loosen a window and 
when I turned around this man was gone 
I went to the other barns to see if hy was 
there and no one could tell me where he was. 
I sent word to the office he had escaped and 
kept on looking for him.”

Watson denied he and his family 
monopolized a fine carriage and team for- 
merly used to haul patients. [t had never, 
he declared, been used for that purpose, and 
wasn’t a fine team. In regard to the Sailee 
case he said: 

“There was nothing to indicate any ob- 
jection to the anesthetic. It was adminis- 
tered and the legs were straighened. In 
case of any cruclty it is followed by the ab- 
solute and unconditional discharge.”

STRIKE DELAYS WORK. 


TROUBLE CAUSED BY NON-UNION 
STONE AT THE COLISEUM. 


Walking Delegates of the Building 
Trades Council Order Construction 
Stopped—It Is Believed, However, 
an Adjustment Will Be Reached 
This Morning—Building Can Be 
Finished in a Short Vime if the La- 
bor Organizations Do Not Prevent. 


A threatened strike of the workmen em- 
ployed on the new Coliseum Building | will 
probably be adjusted this morning. The 
walking delegates of the Building Trades 
Council called a strike at 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. Later in consultation with the 
building contractors the matter was adjust- 
ed by throwing out the non-union made 
stone furnished by the firm of Henry Furst 
& Co. 

Work on the building has been pushed as 
fapidly as possible for several months in 
crder to have it in readiness for the De¢mo- 
cratic convention in June. | 


Cause of the Trouble. : 

The trouble grew out of the stonecutters’ 
Strike. Henry Furst & Co. had the contract 
for furnishing the stone to the Probst Con- 
struction company, the building contractors. 
The walking delegates wanted the stone 
discarded. Probst & Co. agreed to this! last 
night, and the men will probably go to work 
today.

There are empioyed at present eighty struct- 
ural iron workers and fifty masons and car- 
penters., 

The brickmasons have an agreement with 
the Contractors’ Association which prevents 
them striking without first submitting the 
trouble to the Joint Board of Arbitration. 
The structural iron men and the carpenters 
may strike at any time without violating 
any agreement. 


Strike May Come at Any Time. 


Mr. Miller said last night: ‘* From the re- 
marks made by the business agents of the 
several unions involved I believe there is 
danger of a strike, although we have used 
every argument to prevent it. The repre- 
carpenters, hoisting en- 
gineers, bricklayers, and stonemasons met 
our firm at noon today in an effort to settle 
the matter, but we were not successful. |They 
have no complaint against us, nor can any- 
thing be accomplished by a strike. Their 
trouble was with the Henry Furst company. 

‘** Before the stonecutters’ strike we had 
a‘contract with that company to furnisha 
small quantity of cut stone. The work was 
almost finished the day the strike was or- 
dered. There remained two days’ work for 
eighteen men. Since then the stone has been 
delivered to us and we must pay forit. The 
union men assert part of the stone was the 
product of non-union labor and must not 
be used. . 

Offer to Discard the Stone, 

“On this account a general strike of the 
building trades was threatened. We offered 
anything and everything inreason. We pro- 
posed to eliminate the non-union stone or 
to discard all the stone work and substitute 
brick masonry. We pointed out to the labor 
leaders ‘it would do no good to the stone- 
cutters’ cause to stop the work on the build- 
ing as we have no influence with the Furst 
company which they are fighting. That 
company has completed its contract with us 
and we must pay forthe stone. That, how- 
ever, Is a small item in comparison with 
stopping the work on the building. 

“The strike would be no hardship on Mr. 


Furst or the Cut Stone Contractors’ Asso- 
ciation. We alone are the sufferers. The 
Bender company, which ts also involved, 


has nothing to do with the stone work, but 
its men quit also and the iron work will be 
at a standstill.’”’ 


GAKMENT-WORKERS’ STRIKE IS BIG 
Men Employed on “*“Spectal Order” 
Work Ordered to Go Out. 

The garment workers’ strike was given 
new life last night by the order fora strike 
of all men employed in what is known as 
‘* special order *' departments. The men will 
quit work today. One hundred and fifty are 

involved. 

Several more small factories were closed 
and the strikers were busy holding meetings 
and organizing. Several of the non-union 
cutters imported from New York last week 
were sent home by the strikers. Of the 
last lot of nineteen only two are left, and 
they will leave the city today. Transporta- 
tion is furnished by the strikers. 

The effort to bring about arbitration be- 
tween the striking upholsterers and their 
employers may fail through unwillingness 
on the part of the latter. The workmen 
struck several weeks ago for the establish- 
ment of the “ piece work” system instead 
of day work, which ‘the employers favor. 
In other trades the workmen are opposed 
to piece work. The employers cite this fact 
in support of their position. 

Eugene V. Debs will be in the city within 
ten days to deliver an address before the 
W oodworker’s Central Council, which is to 
be reorganized. 


CIGAR SALESMEN ARE ORGANIZED. 


Mutual Protection Is the Object of the 
New Association, 

The Chicago Cigar Salesmen’s Association 
was organized last night. There were ninety 
charter members enrolled. The object of 
the association is primarily for the mutual 
protection of the members as cigar clerks, 
and secondly, to promote sociability among 
the members. 

G. Hopkins was chosen as the Temporary 
Chairman of the organization. The election 
of the permanent officers of the aSsociation 
will be held tomorrow evening. 

The work of organizing the association has 
been secretly carried on for several weeks. 
The antagonism of the ‘*‘ bosses *’ has been 
feared, and until the association voted to 
maintain a permanent organization the 
members would not admit that such a move- 
ment was under consideration.

A SPLIT ACROSS PARTIES. 

A grave peril confronts both parties. 
The silver question will not be de- 
nied. It must be answered. Artful 
politicians may try to get rid of it 
with smooth and flowery phrases, but they 
will not sueceed. Nobody who thinks 
seriously of the subject can be deceived by 
the rhetorical flourishes of the Ohio Re- 
publican platform. Mr. McKinley himself 
is said to be the author of the financial 
resolutions in that platform. What does 
he mean. or does he mean anything when he 
says that the Republicans of Ohio are in 
favor of a currency which shal! be as sound 
as the government and as untarnished as 
its honor? He might with equal pro- 
priety have said that they were in favorofa 
government which should be as sound as its 
currency and as sacred as its promises. 
The honor of the government is as much 
dependent upon the soundness of its cur- 
rency as the currency is dependent upon 
the government. It is difficult to separate 
the honor of a promissory note from that of 
the person who gives it. We shall not know 
whether the national honor is untarnished 
or not until this silver question is settled 
and it has been decided that the obligations 
of the government are to be paid in cur- 
rency as good as that which was given for 
them, 

Nothing will be gained by cowardice. 
Artful and evasive language will accom- 
plikh nothing. The men who want to scale 
down the debts of the Nation and of in- 
dividuals, and especially their own debts, 
one-half, will not be tricked by fine phrases. 
Nor will those who believe in maintaining 
the public credit be imposed upon by so0- 
phistical, schoolboy rhetoric. Both sides 
are much in earnest. Both will insist upon 
a plain answer to a plain question. They 
will not be put off or listen patiently to the 
party that attempts to put them off. 

The politicians will not be able to dodge 
the issue either at St. Louis or Chicago. 
They will not even be able to subordinate 
it to the tariff or to any other issue. The 
‘effort to do this is already apparent, but it 
.wHl fail. It will be ruinous for either party 
to persist init. The politicians may try to 
| hide behind some artificial cover or to mask 
' their real sympathies in ambiguous words, 
but they will be driven out at last. They 
will be compelled to answer yea or nay, 
and the sooner they get to it the easier it 
will be for them. 

It may be that Mr. McKinley, and others 
who have imitated his example, are only 
hoping to get delegates to the convention 
by resorting to doubtful resolutions. It 
may be that they will throw off all dis- 
guises when the nomination has been made, 
Certainly no Republican candidate can stand 
on any but a sound money platform. ‘The 
Committee on Resolutions will see to that, 
No delusive hope of enticing back any of 
the silver States will induce the Republican 
convention to risk its chances in States that 
are not doubtful, and which have not 
abandoned the party. An expression of 
doubt may do to bringin delegates for some 
Presidential candidate from silver States, 
but it would not avail to bring in Electors 
from sound money States. We give Mr. 
McKinley credit for more sagacity than to 
imagine that he will run for the Presidency 
on any but a sound money platform. 

All the indications are that the Repub- 
lican convention will deliberately choose to 
let the silverites go. What will the Demo- 
cratic convention do? It will either adopt 
an evasive platform or it will lean decidedly 
in the direction of free silver. Even if it 
should adopt a satisfactory resolution it 
would not have the contidenée of the people. 
Publie*faith in Democratic resolutions on 
the currency question has been too sorely 
tried. Democratic actions in regard to sil- 
ver have been more eloquent than Demo- 
-cratic words. 

We look then for a square sjfit across 
both parties on this silyer question. - A ma- 
jority of the Republicans and a minority of 
the Democrats will stand up for honest 


‘money. A minority of the Republicans and 


a majority of the Democrats will go on 
record as favoring rotten half value cur- 
rency, a scaling down of public and private 
debts, and a plunge to a silver basis and the 
financial rating of second-class nations, 
We welcome, we invite the issue, and the 
Republican party should be glad to go on 
record as the champion of a currency as un- 
tarnished as the honor of the government 
should be. 
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NO SENATOR IN EKEENTUCKY. 

Yesterday the Kentucky Legislature ad- 
journed sine die peacefully and without 
electing a Senator. Therefore when the 
Fifty-fifth Congress meets next year Kon- 
tucky will have only one Senator. ‘The 
free silverite Blackburn will not be able 
to cast any more votes in favor of rotten 
money. ‘That is something gained. 

A Republican should have been chosen to 
succeed him. One would have been had 
the Senator been elected directly by the peo- 
ple. For the Republicans carried the State 
on the popular vote for Governor and the 
other State officers by 9,000 plurality. They 
carried the lower branch of the Legislature 
by six plurality, and would have had the 
same plurality in the upper house had it not 
been for a dozen Democratic holdover Sen- 
ators. 

The Democrats, thanks to their hold- 
overs, had a plurality of six in the Senate, 
which offset the Republican plurality in the 
House. The balance of power was held by 
two Populist House members. They were 
finally broug bt to vote for Blackburn on ac- 
count of his rotten money principles, but 

‘fortunately four sound money Democrats 
persistently refused to vote for Blackburn, 
while ten or eleven more only voted for him 
under the party lash, because -he was the 
caucus nominee. There are at least fifteen 
sound money Democrats in the Legislature 
who are at heart very glad that Blackburn 
is defeated, and that the State will not be

THE LEAGUE AND THE ALDERMEN. 

The attendance at the Central Music Hall 
meeting of the Municipal Voters’ League 
Monday night was satisfactory as to quan, 
tity and quality. Excellent addresses were 
made by Judge Tuley and others, setting 
forth the necessity for municipal reform 
and stating what the league is doing to se- 
eure reform. 

The progress made by the league during 
its few weeks of existence is not to be 
mbasured by its ability to get up a large 
meeting. To find what it really has ac- 
complished and how useful it has been it 
becomes necessary to go into the wards 
and see what has been done there in the 
way of killing off unworthy Aldermanic 
candidates. 

When the General Electric ordinance was 
passed nearly every one of the Aldermen 
whose terms expire next month who voted 
for it expected to be renominated and re- 
elected. ‘They were avowed candidates, 
tut since then they have been dropping off 
one by one until only a few of them now 
have hopes. 

At first they langhed at the Municipal 
Voters’ League, but the indignant publie 
sentiment which was organized and given 
form by it was more than most of the tough 
Aidermen or the bosses who made them 
and can unmake them could stand up 
agaffist. 

Chadwick and Chapman were beaten at 
the primaries. 
and others have been forced off the track. 
Notice was served on them by the political 
managers of their wards that they would 
not be allowed to run. They have had to 
submit to the decree. 

A few of them have been able to get bom- 
inations—Powers, Coughlin, and Howell, for 
instance. Some, coming from wards which 
have seemed for some time to prefer bad 
men, may be re@lected. But never betore 
of late years have so many bad Aldermen 
who yearned for retlection been compelled 
to take back seats. The hard cases in the 
Councilhave more respect forthe Municipal 
Voters’ League than they had a month ago. 
So have the ward politicians generally. 

Thirty-six Aldermen are to be elected 
next month, two of them to fill vacancies, 
One of the speakers at Monday’s meeting 
said that more than twenty fit men will be 
sent tothe Council—someasthedirect result 
of the work of the league in drawing off 
objectionable candidates and securing the 
nomination of good ones. 

The speaker may be oversanguine, Sorne- 
times men who before election are believed 
to be fit turn out after it to be altogether 
unfit. But it may be set down as a fact 
ihat enough trustworthy men will be elect- 
ed to make it iinpossible to pass a boo-lle 
ordinance the Mayor's veto. That 
will be no small gain. Corrupt legislation 
will be cheeked for a year. 

But to secure this the voters who believe 
in good goverriinent must not fail to go to 
the polls two weeks from next Tuesday and 
mark their ballots for the best candidates, 
Without their aid the league can accom- 
plish nothing.

AN ALABAMA ELECTION. 

Last week the House of Representatives 
unseated Mr. Robbins, Democrat, who held 
the certificate of election in the Fourth Ala- 
bauma District, and seated the contestant, 
Aldrich, a Republican, who had been sup- 
ported by the Populists. 

In speaking of this action of the House 
in unseating a man who on the face of the 
returns had 3,736 majority, a Democratic 
paper says he was ousted in accordance 
with what it calls the “ Alabama principle,’ 
which is— 

That where by the c*neus returns it appears 
that a greater number of colored voters than white 
voters reside in a district it will be assumed con- 
clusively that ‘tthev all voted the Republican 
ticket. or would have done so if they had been pres- 
ent at the polls, and that the Republican major- 
ity was the same as that of the colored voters 
over the white voters. The contest is decided on 
the census returns of 1890, not on the vote cast in 
1894. 

It is worth while to go into the details of 
this case a little to disprove this allegation, 
and also to show how they run elections in 
Alabama. 

The Fourth District is made up of six 
Five of them are “ white,” and 
in those Aldrich received a majority of 
1,654 votes. The sixth county, Dallas, isa 
“black ” one, with 7,500 colored and 2.500 
white voters. That county gave the Demo- 
eratic candidate over 5,300 majority, and 
he got al! that majority in thirteen out of 
the twenty-cight precinets, In fifteen of 
them, having 40 per cent of the population, 
Robbins got about 270 votes. In the rest 
of the county he got 5,200. 

He could not have received so many had 
he yot received the solid vote of black as 
well as white voters. But the colored men 
had been told by the Republican leaders not 
to register so that they could not be roted 
by the Democrats. They obeyed this direc- 
tion, and thus disfranchised themselves. 
But in spite of their abstaining from regis- 
tering and voting, they were counted for 
the Democratic candidate. 

So strong was the showing made by the 
contestant that the Democratic members of 
the Elections committee were compelled to 
admit that the returns from ten of the thir- 
teen Dallas County precincts where fraud 
was charged ought to be thrown. out. 
Those Democratic members admitted that 
in those ten precincts where the Republic- 
ans had no election officers 3,177 fraudu- 
lent votes were east for the Democratie 
candidate, and claimed that his true major- 
ity was only 559. 

One of these precincts where even the 
Democrats on the committee agreed fraud 
had been perpetrated returned 276 votes for 
Robbins and none, for Aldrich. The evi- 
dence showed that there wefe only about 
twenty white people in the precinct, that 
only one colored man voted, and that there 
were only seven or eight ballots in the box 
when the polls closed. 

The testimony showed an equally bad 
state: of affairs in three other precincts

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WORLD’S FAIR OF 1900 LOCATED. 

The World’s Fair in Paris in 1900 has 
been located on the right bank of the Seine. 
It was a question between the old site, the 
parade ground for thé Military School on 
the left bank, with a slight expansion north- 
ward across the river to the Trocadero, or 
an entirely new one. The outskirts of the 
city were not to be thought of. With only 
omnibuses and cabs as a means of trans- 
portation it Was necessary to select an 
intraurban site. The Bois de Boulogne of- 
fered the space desired, but Paris would not 
have tolerated its ruin. Besides, this was 
a trifle too distant to be desirable. 

This century has witnessed the creation 
of a new Paris. With lavish expenditure 
the Second Empire changed the topography 
of the French capital, and Chicago is the 
only city in the world which has attempted 
to emulate its magnificent system of parks 
aut boulevards. But radicalism again 
rules I'rance, and inherits perhaps some of 
the iconoclastic spirit of the Commune. 

The next exposition, it has been decided, 
will be located in the Champs Elysées, an 
important link in the system of parks and 
boulevards. It stretches from the gar- 
dens of the Tuileries to the Are de ‘Tri- 
omphe, and is the most important avenue 
tothe Boisde Boulogne. At its beginning is 
the Place de la Concorde, before the revolu- 
tion the Place Louis XV. Here the guil!lo- 
tine. shed the best blood of France. The 
spot where it stood is marked by an Egyp- 
tian obelisk similar to those in London and 
in Central Park, New York. The Place de 
la Concorde becomes of necessity the main 
entrance to the new exposition grounds. 

In the Champs Elysées stands the great 
Klys¢e Palace, the official residence of the 
President, who probably will be glad to 
move four years from now. ‘The park con- 
tains drives, walks, gardens, statues, and 
is beautified with a growth of trees which 
cannot be replaced in two generations. Its 
further limit is the Are de |’Etoile, built to 
immortalize the Grande Armée. ) 


Paris has adopted extreme measures in‘ 


the effort to emulate the great World’s Fair 
at Chicago in 1893. It has thrown discre- 
tion to the winds and done the only thing 
possible in the pursuit of a desperate re- 
solve to give to the world the greatest ex- 
position of art and industry ever seen. But 
itwillrequire a’great stretch of the imagina- 
tion to place in the Champs Elysées such a 
grandly beautiful creation as the Chicago 
Exposition. The buildings may be as mag- 
nificent and as graceful architecturally, but 
they will lack the combination of water and 
landseape which Jackson Park furnished. 

Paris has the hearty good wishes of Chi- 
cago in its endeavor, however, and the re- 
sult, whatever it may be, will be an inter- 
esting object lesson. 


AN ORDINANCE WHICH CAN WAIT. 

There was introduced at the Council 
meeting Monday night an ordinance grant- 
ing a hitherto unheard of corporation, call- 
ing itself<the Metropolitan Traction com- 
pany, the right to build underground rail- 
roads in the business district and as far 
south as Sixty-tifth street, to build elevated 
ones south of there, to construct docks, 
slips, and channels on the river and the 
lake, and to do other things too numerons 
to mention. 

Nobody knows whether there are behind 
this project men who are willing to spend 
the money which it would cost to carry it 
out. While the time will when it 
will pay to build underground roads in Chi- 
cago, that time has not come yet.- ‘The 
elevated roads, which are less expensive, 
have not been profitable investments up to 
this time. Whenthey are overcrowdtd and 
dividend paying then capitalists will be 
rendy to put their money into underground 
roads, 

So the probabilities are that this oridi- 
nance is a purely speculative one. It pro- 
poses to grant for fifty years certain richts 
Which may become very Waluable before 
thattimeexpires, If it could be got through 
the Council for little or nothing the grantees 
might be able to make something out of it 
later on. 

Therefore the Council should lay this or- 
dinanece on the shelf and let it molder there. 
When the time comes to grant the right to 
build an underground road the then Coun- 
cil will attend to the matter. No franchise 
should be granted at any time to unknown 
individuals who are afraid of publicity and 
dare not come out and ask for what they 
want under their own names. And under 
no circumstances should a sweeping grant 
of fifty years’ duration, covering all sorts 
of objects and evidently largely speculative 
in its nature, be made to a corporation 
about which nothing is known. 
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Mr. LYMAN Smita of thew city has in» 
vented an air-tight steel reservoir for the 
storage of grain, which is pronounced by 
experts to be a success, The inventor claims 
that the substitution of sterilized or car- 
bonated air for that which contains oxygen 
will preserve for a hundred years the grain 
put into these reservoirs, and experiments 
have shown that corn put into one of them 
when so damp that it hardly can be shelled 
may be taken out years afterwards in per- 
fectly sound condition. There seems to be 
little or no doubt as to the validity of the 
claim, and the next question to be answered 
is “‘ Willit pay?” The matter is one of rela- 
tive expense. The inventor is cited as au- 
thority for the statement that the air-tight 
steel storage tanks can be constructed at 
less cost than the storage charges for sixty 
days in our ordinary elevators, but those 
charges include payment for elevating the 
grain in and out of store, and it would cost 
something to store the steel reservoirs as 
well as to handle them for transfer. It is 
just possible the expense would be found 
fatal to the use of the new process for the 
storage and transportation of most if not 
all of the grain shipped from the Northern 
States, but would be valuable in the case 
of grain raised in the South, where vege- 
table decomposition and destruction by in- 
sect life are much harder to prevent than in

WHILE the public is wrought up to a high 
pitch of excitement over the fight between 
ex-Postmaster Don Dickinson and Senator 
Pugh in a Washington poker-room it is left 
in sickening doubt as to which won the pot. 


THE failure of P. H. Kelly of St. Paul re- 
calls the fact that for many years he was the 
dominant factor of the Democratic party in 
that State.

Love and Illiteracy in England, 

Déspite all that the English education 
acts have accomplished during the last quar- 
ter of a century the men who, in 1894, signed 
the marriage register with marks instead of 
with their names were in the proportion of 
forty-six per 1,000, while the similarly illiter- 
ate women reached fifty-four per 1,000. The 
Registrar-General states that in fourteen 
out of every 1,000marriages both bridegroom 
and bride signed with marks. That some im- 
provement is going on is, nevertheless, made 
evident by the circumstances that, unsatis- 
factory as the foregoing figures may appear, 
yet, as compared with those of 1893, the pro- 
portion of men who signed with marks ex- 
hibits a diminution equal to 8 per cent and 
that of women a diminution of 5.3 per cent. 

For Stunt Dwellers. 

The ‘‘ Home of Delight,’’ which has just 
been opened in Philadelphia, is to be for the 
enlightenment, uplifting; and betterment of 
the so-called ‘‘ slum” dwellers of Philadel- 
phia. It is a four-story brick structure, 
about twenty-five feet wide, and the first 
floor contains the large lecture hall and two 
game rooms, the lattér being equipped with 
table bagatelle, checkers, lotto, and other 
games. The second story contains the libra- 
ry of 1,000 volumes and a reading-room ad- 
joining. Back of these rooms is the printing- 
room, whence a weekly paper called ‘‘ Our 
World and Work ” will be issued in a short 
time. On the third floor are a committee- 
room and a games room, while the remainder 
of the house is occupied by the Superintend- 
ent and his wife. 


To Shorten School Terms. 

A tendency to shorten the length of the 
school term is observable throughout the 
country and attention is directed to this ten- 
dency ata time when complaints are growinz 
that too much in the way of labor is exacted 
from the school children. The fifth annual 
report of Prof. Harris, Federal Commigsion- 
er of Education, deals with this subject at 
length. It is shown that since the preceding 
report the average length of the school term 
has decreased one day in the North Atlantic 
Division, forty-four one-hundreths of a day 
in the South Atlantic, one and three-tenths 
days in the South Central, and three days in 
the Western. On the other hand, there has 
been an increase of one and three-fifths days 
in the North Central Division, which coun- 
terbalances much of the decrease elsewhere, 
making the general average decrease 
throughout the country nine-tenths of a day. 
The causes. that most affect the feneral 
average are to be found in the North At- 
lantic Division and largely in the States of 
New York and Massachusetts. The short- 
én'ng is ascribed largely to increasing laxity 


| in the matter of holidays and may not, there- 


fore, be an indication of a growing belief 
that a shorter school year is desirable.—New 
York Post.

With a war on 
our hands we should be obliged to have more 
money, and in order to get more money we should 
go at once toa silver basis."’ The correspondent 
adds: *‘ War with Spain to secure the boon of 
free silver coinage is likely to command a ma- 
jority in the Senate.’’ 

Unquestionably Morgan's Republican cowork- 
ers in the Senate from the silver-mining States 
are in perfect accord with him, and we fear that 
some other Democratic Senators have already 
fostered their mania to such an extent that they 
are ready to purchase free silver at the cost of a 
desolating war. We cannot think these mono- 
maniacs will ever change their position on the 
silver question. To their minds the placing of 
their country on a silver basis so that the value 
of each American dollar may be measured by the 
price of 4124) grains of silver is an end 
in comparison with which all other ends 
attainable by legislation are utterly in- 
significant.

Twelve-Story Office Structure at the 
Southeast Corner Under Contem- 
plation—Sale of Lake View Acres 
for $487,500 — Saloon Proprictor 
Shot by a Crap Viayer—Merchant 
Beaten and Robbed by Three High- 
waymen—Other City News. 

One of the largest of recent deals in down- 

town real estate {s under way. The prop- 


erty involved is the southeast corner of 


La Salle and Monroe streets. Should the 
promoters carry out their present pians an 
investment of $2,000,000 is to be made at 
that place—$1,000,000 for the land nd 
$1,000,000 for a tweive-story office building. 
1. B. Thurman, & Co. in the Monadnock 
Building are finlanciering the deal, and Mr. 
Thurman is now in New York trying to 
place the first mortgage bonds in the vent- 
ure. 

For some time different lirterests have 
been trying to get the property, with a view 
to its improvement. Several weeks ago 1. 
B. Thurman & Co. started in to do tne work. 
The deal came near enough to completion 
to warrant the drawing of plans and speci- 
fications. At first it was intended to build 
from the corner east to the new Fort Dear- 
born Bank Building. This was given up 
when Warren Springer asked $200,000 for 
the old Taylor property.

OGDEN GAS PERMIT IS REFUSED. 
Commissioner Kent Has the Backing 
of the Corporation Counsel, 

The Ogden Gas company has again asked 
for a permit to lay its pipes in the streets 
and alleys covered by the ordinance passed 
by the Council on Feb. 25, 1895, and has 
again been refused. Thomas Gahan, Presi- 
dent of the company, told the Commissioner 
of Public Works last Saturday he would 
compel the granting of the permit. Com- 
missioner Kent thereupon asked the opinion 
of Corporation Counsel Beale whether the 
repealing ordinance passed on April 10, 1895, 

is good law. 

Mr. Beale said the Commissioner should 
be guided by the repealing ordinance and it 
was not his business to decide whether it 
was valid. He said: 

“The ordinance of Feb. 25, 1895, having 
been prima facie repealed by the repealing 
ordinance of April 10, 1895, the latter ordi- 
nance should be treated by you as valid for 
the purposes of this application, and it neces- 
sarily follows that so far as you are con- 
cerned in this matter there is no ordinance 
under which the Ogden Gas company is now 
authorized to lay its mains and pipes. 

‘It is proper for me to add that what I 
have said above in discussing the rule under 
which you should act in such a case as this 
is not intended to imply that I consider the 
repealing ordinance invalid or ineffectual; 
indeed, my present impression is the con- 
trary, although I have given the subject no 
special consideration.”

BACKERS ARE NOT KNOWN 


METROPOLITAN TRACTION COMPANY 
STILL A MYSTERY. 


Names on File in Springfield Are Not 
in Chicago City Directory and Cap- 
italists Here Never Heard of Any of 
Them—Ald. Gleason Tells Different 
Stories as to How He Got Hold of 
Ordinance—Ralilroad Men Laugh at 
the Idea in the Project. 

The incorporators of the Metropolitan 

Traction company, according to the papers 


on file in Springfield, are Fred Laas, Henry. 


F. Keene, and William Grotts. No such 
names appear in the city directory, and none 
of the financial men of Chicago, who are 
generally well informed regarding projects 
involving millions of dollars, ever heard of 
them. They are doubtless the usual “ straw 
men ’’ who take out incorporation papers at 
the behest of capitalists who do not desire to 
appear before the public until the ordinance 
they seek is ‘* landed.”’ 
City Hall in the Dark. 

There has not been such a pronounced 
display of ignorance regarding any measure, 
among Aldermen and city officials, in a long 
time as was manifested yesterday with ref- 
erence to this ordinance. Ald. Gleason, who 
introduced the document, declared he knew 
nothing more about who the promoters and 
backers are than the maninthe moon. To 
one inquirer the Alderman said it was 
handed to him by a man he never saw before 
and he disappeared so quickly he did not 
have time to ask him his name. To another 
he asserted the ordinance came by mail, ac- 
companied by a short note requesting him 
to introduce it in the Council. 

There was a story that Boston capitalists 
are behind the enterprise, and that a Boston 
lawyer has been here for six weeks or more 
working it up. This story, however, could 
not be traced to any reliable source. Every 
man about the City Hallina position to have 
any knowledge of the ordinance said he 
never heard of it previous to yesterday. 
City Clerk Van Cleave was emphatie in de- 
claring his first knowledge of the thing was 
when it came to his desk in the Council 
Chamber. 


Brokers Are Guessing. 


Brokers on the Stock Exchange were dis- 
cussing the sweeping ordinance. They were 
all at a loss as to its meaning and what is 
back of the ordinance. During the morning 
an attempt was made to make out the Metro- 
politan Traction company as a new com- 
pelitor for the City railway. The Tact the 
proposed line of the company does not run 
into the down-town district was considered 
proof that this was not intended either in the 
light of a competitor or of a sandbag aguinst 
the City railway. There was one point, how- 
ever, which caused some to believe the new 
company might be a competitor of the City 
railway, and that was a provision providing 
for elevators, and it was argued this might 
mean a combination between the proposed 
company and some of the elevated roads, 
thus allowing the new company, in connec- 
tion with the loop company, to drain a good 
portion of the City railway’s field. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, there has been so much talk about 
opposition to the City railway that brokers 
have come to look upon thém all.as “ fake ”’ 
companies, proposed for the purpose of 
affecting the market price of City railway 
stock. 

Railroad Men Laugh at It. 

Leading railroad officials ‘are prone to 
Smile at the idea of an underground loop or 
belt connecting the various depots of the 
city. They think it a Utopian scheme from 
the standpoint of people who want to go 
from one road to another with the minimum 
of inconvenience, but a disastrous enterprise 
for the capitalists who will have to put up 
the necessary money. As they regard it, 
such a loop could only accommodate a lim- 
ited public, and would be doomed by the 
nature of things to be a financial failure. - 

‘An underground loop connecting the 
depots would be an extremely costly affair,”’ 
said Warren G. Purdy. Second Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Rock Island railroad. ‘‘ The 
low level of the city would necessitate its 
being of the best construction to provide 
against seepage. The massive buildings 
along part of the route would also require 
extra solidity in the masonry of the tunnel. 
The loop would cost at the least away up in 
the millions, and as | regard the matter it 
would take decades for the company to get 
back the initial cost. I cannot see where the 
patronage of such a loop would come from. 
The majority of the people who come to the 
city Want to stay long enough to go toa 
hotel, and suburbanites coming down-town 
want to go to the business district. The 
underground line, I believe, would be a 
white elephant on the hands of its builders. 


New York Talked of It. 


“New York has been talking about and 
figuring on an underground line for years, 
and has not got beyond the talking stage. 
That city is certainly better adapted to such 
an improvement than Chicago, and the de- 
lay there may be taken as an evidence 
against the practicability of the scheme. 
To my mind the difficulties in the way of 
carrying out such a scheme Here will neces- 
sarily make it nothing more than a paper 
enterprise. 

‘So far as an underground line south of 
Twelfth street for freight purposes is con- 
cerned, that project seems even more wild. 
It is absolutely useless. Belt surface lines 
outside the city would be cheaper and more 
effective. That being the case, Iam inclined 
to think capitalists will long hesitate about 
sinking their money in a scheme with such 
uncertain future. The whole matter, how- 
ever, is new to me, and I speak simply from 
my experience as a railroad man of the old 
line sort.’”’ 

Second Vice-President Harahan of the 
Illinois Central railroad was equally posi- 
tive in his views. 

‘The construction of the loop,’’ he said, 
‘‘is doubtless a mechanical possibility. The 
thing against it is its impracticability asa 
business enterprise. There would be little 
use in investing millions ina hole that would 
be of no service commensurate with the 
cost. There is no demand for an under- 
ground down-town loop, and there will be 
difficulty in getting the capital for it. The 
project for a freight tunnel down south I 
think equally useless.’’ 

President Marvin Hughitt of the North- 
western railroad and J. C. Peasley, First 
Vice-President of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy, agreed heartily in the opinions 
of the others. 


ELEVATOR SAFETY DEVICE AGAIN, 
W. L. Bates Comes Forward, Adding to 
the List of Inventions. 

W. L. Bates, President of the W. L. Bates 
Supply company, has invented an ingenious 
device to prevent people being injured by 
the accidental starting of elevators. Re- 
cently a number of persons have been in- 
jured by the elevator moving after the con- 
ductor lett it, and it is to prevent such ac- 
cidents Mr. Bates has invented his device. 
Ry it the elevator is prevented from moving 
more than ten inches so long as the door is 
open, but once the door is closed the auto- 
matic lock is released and the elevator can 
ascend or descend. 

The device is a simple one, consisting of 
two blocks of wood which hold the clasp 
tightly, the cable governing the valve so 
long as the door is open. On each door 


‘is fastened a projecting piece of iron and 


on the lloor of the car are two wooden 
clamps and a short steel spring. When the 
elevator door is opened the projecting iron 
causes the clamps to close on the cable, 
holding the elevator stationary and pre- 
yenting ull “ creeping.” 

Once the door is closed the conductor, by 
pressing the spring, can open the clamps, 
thus allowing the staring of the elevator. 

Pennsylvania has just adopted a law com- 
pelling all elevators to be provided with 
come such safety device. and Mr. Bates will 
take his invention to I’hiladelphia at once. 
One of the elevators in the Metropolitan 
Ruilding has been equipped with the inven- 
tion for some time and it has proven satis- 
factory. '

WANT THE BUCKET SHOPS TO LEAVE 


Rialto Building Management Asked to 
Draw a Rigid Line. 

It is not likely the petition addressed to 
the managers of the Rialto Building by the 
Board of Trade commission firms having 
offices there will have much effect ‘in ma- 
terially changing the character of the ten- 
ants of that building. What these firms 
object to is the continuance of leases to 
bucketshops and bucketshopping concerns. 
There are something like sixty-five Board of 
Trade commission firms doing a reputable 
and legitimate business and there are sup- 
posed to be something like twenty firms 
operating bucketshops. 

The commission people ask the owners of 
the building to divide the shéep from the 
goats and discontinue the leases to bucket- 
shops. The agent of the building takes the 
ground that he does not lease offices to any 
concern known to him to be doing an illegal 
business, but he is not inclined to assume the 
responsibility of deciding as to the firms do- 
ing a legitimate and the firms doing an il- 
legal business. This is a point, he insists, 
for the courts to decide on. 

The petition does not include a threat on 
the part of the commission men to throw 
up their leases in case the obnoxious tenants 
are not given notice to leave, and in facta 
large number of the people who have signed 
the petition have already renewed their 
leases.

DEATH OF PROF. EMIL HERING. 
German Lutheran Theologist Dies at 
the Seminary of That Sect. 

Prof. Emil Hering of the German Luther- 
an Theological Seminary, Ashland avenue 
and Augusta street, died at noon yesterday 
in his apartments at the seminary. Prof. 
Hering had been with the seminary two 
years, where he taught exegetical and his- 
torical theology and Hebrew. Six weeks 
ago he was taken illand rapidly grew worse, 
his death occurring from a general break- 
ing down of the system. Prof. Hering’s 
wife and daughter are in Berlin, where they 
went three months ago. His eldest son, 
Max, who is a student in the seminary, wiil 
start this morning with the remains for 
New York, where Prof. Hering has twosons 
in business. The funeral services will take 
place at St. John’s Church in Christopher 
street, with which he was formerly con- 
nected. 

Prof. Hering was born near Berlin seven- 
ty-one years ago. He attended the Univer- 
sity of Berlin and other German universi- 
ties and was a highly educated and scholar- 
ly man. After graduation he preached in 
Berlin and Potsdam, and twenty-eight years 
ago came to America on a call from the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church at Staten Isl- 
and. He remained with this church five 
vears and then went back to Germany, 
where for ten years he had charge of a 
school of theology at Brandenburg. 

He came back to America and located at 
Rloomtield, N. J., where for seven years he 
taught in the theological seminary, and 
then moved to New York City, coming to 
(hicago two years ago. He had published 
. book of sermons and another work en- 

itled “ E vidences of the Existence of a Di- 
ine Being.”’

SOME COUNTY COMMISSIONERS THINK 
THERE ARE VITAL ONES. — 


State of Dunning Asylum 
Leads to Talk of Investigation of 
System—Fear Many Inmates Are 
Victims of Hasty Methods—Mr.Unold 
Will Ask for Extra Session of Court 
and for Counsel for the Alleged 


Maniaes. 

. Some of the County Commissioners tnink 
they have/\discovered serious defects in the 
system of trying insane cases, and the 
board will) probably start an investigation. 
The crowded condition at Dunning Asylum 
has aroused their suspicions to the point 
almost of \belief that many of the inmates 
confined there are not sufficiently insane to 
be made charges of the county. 

Active steps will at once be taken to rem- 
edy the supposed evil. This may result in 
a change in the system of trying insane cases 
in Cook County, and, at any rate, it is be- 
lieved probable the county will arange for 
an extra session of court for that purpose. 

Commissioner Unold said yesterday he 
would have a conference with Judge Carter 
of the County Court with a view to starting 
some reforms in this matter. He has taken 
considerable interest in the detention hos- 
pital and the asylum at Dunning, and has 
noticed the impossibility of giving the mass 
of patients who have a hearing as to their 
sanity every Thursday morning a fair trial. 

‘ Sometimes,” said Mr. Unold, ‘‘as many 
as forty cases are disposed of ina morning, 
and the. call averages from twenty-fivo to 
forty at each session.’ 

Mr. Unold has no doubt many of the jn- 
mates of the Dunning asylum are as sane 
when they enter the institution as the aver- 
age person. He lays this to a faulty sys- 
tem of trying the cases, and declares Dr. 
Fortner, who does all the examining and 
cross-examining, is not ina position to know 
the true condition of all the patients who 
are admitted from the institution over 
which he presides to the many insane asy- 
Jums. Dr. Fortner’s opinion in all pauper 
cases is t basis of the jury's decision. 

Mr. Unold’s idea is to provide competent

legal representation from the County At-- 


torney’s staff to defend all patients desiring 
to contest their cases, because, he says, it 
is presumed every case brought before the 
court is e until proved insane. 

‘We provide lawyers for criminal cases;

one to be sent to an asylum when he is not 

insane as it is for a man innocent of crime 
need to the bridewell.’

St. Louls, Mo., March 17.—[Special.]—The long 
threatened fight between the State insurance 
dgpartment and the benefit Insurance Commis- 
sioners doing business in Missouri came to a 
head this morning, when a bill for an injunction | 
was filed in the Circuit Court. The Northwestern 
Masonic Aid Association, Fidelity Mutual Life 
Association, Security Mutual Life Association, 
Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association, Covenant 
Mutual Life Association, National Life Associa- 
tion, Des Moines Life Association, New England 
Mutual Life Accident Association, Massachusetts 
Renefit Life Association, Bankers’ Life Associa- 
tion, and other similar corporations not enumer- 
ated by name, but interested in the suit, are 
plaintiffs, and James R. Waddill, State Super- 
intendent of Insurance, defendant. The fight 
grows out of the construction placed by Supt. 
Waddill upon the act. of 1805, in applying it to 
the assessments levied by the various insurance 
companies. whose revenue is derived from such 
sources. The act in question provides that every 
insurance company not organized under the laws 
of this State shall pay a tax of 2 per cent a vear 
upon all premiums received in the State, in leu 
of all other taxes. The law provides that every 
company shall on or before the Ist of March in 
each year make’a return, verified by the affidavit | 
of its President or secretary, to the Superintend- 
ent of the insurance department. The taxes shall 
be assessed on this basis, and must be paid to the 
State Treasurer by May 1. The penalty for fail- 
ure to comply with this law is suspension from the 
further transaction of business in this State. In 
the bill filed on Tuesday the companies allege that 
Supt. Waddill has notified them that the act ap- 
plies to them, and that they will be required to 
pay the tax or he will revéke their licenses. The 
companies claim that the act does not relate to 
the class of business in which they are engaged, 
and that they cannot be required to comply with 
any of its requirements. Nevertheless they have 
made the return, but have reserved ail rights to 
protest. It is alleged that the large business 
done by the assessment companies in Missouri 
will be irrevocably lost if Waddill enforces the 
law as applying to them. Therefore, an injunc- 
tion is asked to restrain Waddill from levying the 
tax upon such associations and from revoking 
their licenses for failure to make return,

MESS IN CICERO POLITICS. 


SEVERAL FACTIONS BUSY MAKING 
AND BREAKING SLATES, 


Complications Are Mainly in the Re- 
publican Party—Interest (enters in 
the Village Presidency, for Which 
There Are Three Candidates Out 
and at Least One More Expected— 
Austin Wants Two Places and De- 
sired Repository Influence Hinted. 

There appears to be a badly complicated 
State of things politically in the Town of 
Ciecto. There are three or four factions 
and they indulge daily in the making and 
breaking of slates. 

This state of affairs is brought about 
largely by the fact Cicero is so overwhelm- 
ingly Republican the Democrats lack the 
necessary strength to make a respectable 
fight and leave the former alone in the field. 
And the Republicans are split into factions 
SO antagonistic to one another they make 
the war more bitter than would the two 
parties. 

The offices to be filled at the coming April 
elections are Village President, one four- 
year Trustee, Supervisor, Assessor, Collec- 
tor, and Town Clerk. Interest centers chief- 
ly in the Presidency, and the strongest fight 
at the primaries next Friday night and at the 
convention will be made on this nomination, 

Additional interest is lent to the situation 
by the fact that at a meeting of dissatisfied 
voters on Monday afternoon it was decided 
to place a citizens’ ticket in the field, John D. 
MelLean being prominently mentioned as the 
head of the ticket. From indications H. D. 
liill, present incumbent, will probably head 
the regular ticket. ‘He is a Democrat and 
was elected last year on a c#izens’ ticket. 
H. i. Patrick and Delos Hull, ex-Postmaster 
at Oak Park, through their friends are mak- 
ing a strong canvass. 

The south end, which takes In Berwyn, 
Hawthorne, Morton Park, and Clyde, is said 
to be solid for Lot Brown. 

While the Presidency is practically con- 
ceded to Oak Park, Austin expects to gain 
by the transaction, as the object of the lat- 
ter town is to gain two voting members of 
the board, that is, Assessor and Supervisor.

A, LYON. 


He Is Found Dead in His Office in the 
Rookery Building and It Is Sup- 
posed He Has Been Dead Two Days 
~—He Was a Brother of Mr. Lyon of 
the Insurance Firm of Ducat & 
Lyon—Intense Neuralgic Pain Is the 

ly Motive HKmuown for the Deed. 
nar A. Lyon, brother of George M. 

Lyon of the insurance firm of Ducat & Lyon, 

and supply clerk of the North British and 

Mercantile Insurance company, was found 

dead in a store-room in the basement of the 

Rookery Building at noon yesterday. A rope 

around his neck and the surroundings 

proved he had committed suicide. 
A despondent condition, the result of se- 
vere attacks of neuralgia, is set down as the 
motiwe which led Lyon to kill him- 
self, For some time he had suffered greatly, 
and had been under the care of a dentist, 
who seemed unable, however, to relieve his 
pain,. He was 88 years of age, unmarried, 
and was not known to have any family or 
financial] troubles to embarrass him.

“Lyon's office was in the basement of the. 


Rookery, a room under the La Salle street 


sidewalk, and it was here he was found | 


- crouched upon the floor by John N. Moylan, 
an office boy. 
When He Was Seen Last. 
Lyon boarded with Mrs. Catherine A. 
Bromfield, No. 183 Cass street, and was last 
seen there on Friday night, when he went 


in, as usual, in the evening, leaving home. 


for work on Saturday morning. He did his 
regular duties on Saturday, and appeared at 
the office for his forma! orders for supplies. 
Departing from the building at 5 o’clock he 
@poke to Daniel Fisher, a janitor. No rec- 
ord exists of where he was between that time 
and Sunday afternoon. At 4 o'clock on 
Sunday afternoon he was seen to leave the 
building by Fred Taylor, a watchman sta- 
tioned at the Adams street entrance. Noone 
saw him entor the building after that, but 
it is supposed he entered during the night. 

When he failed to appear at the insurance 
office on Monday no alarm was occasioned. 
Nothing, in fact, was thought of it, and the 
supposition was that he was ill and unable to 
be at work. On Tuesday he failed to ap- 
pear, and his employers and comrades in the 
office became alarmed. At the suggestion of 
one of them, John N. Moylan, a boy, was 
sent to his home toinvestigate. He returned 
with the intelligence that Mrs. Bromfield 
had not seen Lyon since Saturday, and that 
she, too, was unable to account for his non- 
appearance. Before prosecuting the search 
further, Moylan was told to obtain some &6up- 

lies that were needed from the basement. 

yon’s key could not be found, so the dupli- 
cate one held by the janitor of the building 
was secured, and the boy entered. 


He Finds the Body. 


The room is numbered 20, and is one of 
several in the basement, some being used for 


_ storing the supplies of the insurance com- 


anies in the building.. It is under the La 
lle street entrance, is thirty feet long, and 

half as wide. 
_ Moylan found everything in order, not even 
the papers on Lyon’s desk being in the least 
disturbed. He had obtained what he had 
been directed ‘to, and had started to leave the 
room, when his eye was caught by a dark 
object lying on the floor at the south end 
of the room. He proceeded quickly toit, and 
stooping down in the uncertain light, was 
horror-stricken to see the body of Lyon. It 
was lying in a crouched position, indicating 
_a terrific struggle with death, and the 
shoulders were resting against a pile of 
boxes, with the feet curled around other 
boxes on the floor. The boy rushed from the 
room, locking the door behind him. Then he 
did a queer thing. He went directly to the 
office, looked for the chief clerk, C. L. Whit- 
temore, and, ascertaining he was absent at 
lunch, returned to his own desk, and said not 
a word of his discovery to any one. That 
was at 12 o’clock, and when Mr. Whittemore 
and J. C. Griffiths, associate manager, re- 
turned together half an hour later, he told 
them how and where he had seen the body 

of Lyon. 
Strangles to Death. 

A call was immediately sent for police aid. 
It was found out then that Lyon had doubled 
some twine and had fastened it to a large 
iron hook suspended from the ceiling. He 
was 5 feet 9 inches in height, and had stood 
on a box, intending to kick it from under him. 
He had miscalculated the strength of the 
rope, for it failed to hold him. It broke just 
at the end of the noose he had formed and 
placed around his neck, and he fell hack- 
ward, his head striking the concrete pave- 
ment He probably sustained a fracture of 
the skull. As the rope broke it tightened the 
noose, and he relapsed into unconsciousness. 
His immediate death was due to strangula- 
tion. An examination of the body failed to 
reveal how long I.yon had been dead, but 
the belief is the suicide was committed some 
time on Sunday night. 

It was a curious and remarkable scene at 
the Rookery Building when policemen re- 
moved the body to an ambulance. The 
crowd of sightseers that gathered was esti- 
mated to be in the thousands. There were 
many expressions of sympathy, as Lyon 
was known by many of the people with of- 
fices in the building. The body was taken 
to Rolston’s morgue in Adams street, where 
the Coroner will hold an inquest at 10 o’clock 
this morning. | 

; Who Lyon Was. 

Lyon had few interests outside his work 
for the insurance company. It was said he 
was in the habit of spending much of his 
time, including Sundays and evenings, labor- 
ing in the office. He complained incessantly 
to his fellow-employés of the pain he under- 
went, and which his dentist was unable to 
allay.- His parents are dead, and he had 
,one brother, Mr. Lyon, of Ducat & Lyon, 
and a sister living at Waukegan. Another 
sister lives on the North Side. They were 
much attached to each other. A former wife, 
now dead, of Gen. A. C. Ducat, who died at 
his home in La Grange a few weeks ago, 
was also a sister.

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TO RECONSIDER AMOUNT OF THE CUT. 
Important Joint Session of High

Paul Pratt, Born in 1807, Is Dying at 
His Home in Evanston. 

Paul Pratt, the oldest resident of Evans- 
ton and one of the surviving pioneers of 
Cook County, is lying at. the point of death 
at his home in Ridge road, Evanston. He 
suffers no pain and extreme old age is the 
only cause of his prostration. Three months 
ago Mr. Pratt became so feeble he was un- 
able to leave his bed and since that time he 
has rapidly wasted away. He has not spo- 
ken for three days and yesterday thefamily 
physician notified relatives and friends that 
his life was nearly ended. 

Fifty years ago Paul Pratt was one of the 
most familiar characters in the northern 
part of the county, he and his ox-team be- 
ing well known to every family along the 
north shore. He was born in Weston, Mid- 
dliesex County, Mass., on Sept. 11, 1807, and 
is a son of Paul and Lydia Gates Pratt, both 
of whom lived and died in Weston. 

Paul grew to manhood in his native place 
and with the exception of two years spent in 
New York State continued to reside there 
until 1889. At that date he started for Chi- 
cago. He located on the same ground where 
he now resides in Evanston and engaged in 
farming and gardening. tle also cut con- 
siderable timber, which he rafted at the 
lake shore and ftloated to Chicago. A large 
share of the timber which entered into the 
construction of the first government pict 
was furnished by him.
